The discussion on Alberta coal ship¬ 
ments to Ontario was led by an address 
by Sydney B. Woods, K. C., following 
which delegates from Drumlielltr and 
this district spoke briefly on the subject. 
On the resolutions committee L.L. Mor¬ 
gan was appointed to represent this area, 
and he was successful in having the fol¬ 
lowing resolution passed bv the confer¬ 
ence in conjunction with the resolution 
regarding domestic coal from Drum- 
heller: 

“Whereas, a market for industrial coal 
exists in the city Of Winnipeg and the

Whereas, it is in the interests of the 
development of Canadian industry t,hat

Whereas, the existing freight rates on 
coal from Alberta to Manitoba make it 
difficult if not impossible for points in 
Alberta producing industrial coal to 
compete to advantage with Pennsylvania 
coal to the Manitoba market. 

Now therefore be it resolved, that such 
action should be taken by the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada, or 
failing such action by the Government of 
Canada, as shall insure that the Mani¬ 
toba and east to Fort William and Port 
Arthur markets be supplied with indus¬ 
trial coal from the producing points 
thereof in the Alberta bituminous coa 
fields.”

The Government of Manitoba has 
reached an agreement with the Do¬ 
minion Government and the Canadian 
National Railways whereby construc¬ 
tion will he begun immediately upon 
to serve the highly mineralized sec- 
a line of railway, 85 miles in length, 
t'ion of Manitoba, north of The Pas. 
Under this arrangement, the Govern¬ 
ment of Manitoba, instead of guaran¬ 
teeing the bonds of a railway through 
the region, as previously planned, will 
make payments not exceeding $100,000 
annually, for a period of five years, 
towards meeting - possible deficits in¬ 
curred in the operation of the line 
during the development period 
through which the territory must 
necessarily pass. 

The Whitney mining interests, who 
are developing the Flin Flou property, 
which tile new railway Will reach, 
have agreed tg contribute tile sum of 


$250,000 immediately, towards the 
cost of the railway in order that ar¬ 
rangements can be made to build the 
line without delay. The mining inter¬ 
ests ha.ve also contracted to build and 
operate a smelter at the Flin Flon pro¬ 
perty capable of treating three thou¬ 
sand tons of ore per day, and> will 
proceed with a large "water power de¬ 
velopment, capable of producing 270,- 
000 horse power, which power will be 
of the utmost value in the operation of 
other mining properties, or pulp and 
[-paper mills. An initial investment, of 
$18,000,000 will be made in this sec¬ 
tion of Northern Manitoba by the 
Whitney Interests, an amount which 
will later be increased. Ore has been 
blocked out or indicated by diamond 
drilling to the value of $200;000,000 at 
the Flin Flon and thero are other 
large mineralized deposits in the gen¬ 
eral area having a total ore value esti¬ 
mated! at an additional $300,000,000.

Would Use Canadian Cream 

London Dealers Willing To Experi¬ 
ment With Trial Shipments 
Small shipments of Canadian cream 
have been made to London during the 
past two years, and it is believed that 
these could be increased, writes act¬ 
ing Trade Commissioner J. C. Mac- 
gillivray, London, in the Commercial 
Intelligence Journal. It has been 
found that to ensure arrival in good 
condition shipments must be kept at 
a constant temperature of 34 degrees 
Fahrenheit. If lower than that jioint, 
ice crystals tend to form, while if it 
goes above, the safety line is passed. 
The cream which is shipped under 
these conditions arrives in perfect 
condition. There is no acidity end it 
Is suitable for all purposes for which 
it might have been used before it left 
Canada. A number of dealers have 
expressed a willingness to experiment 
with trial shipments pt frozen cream 
similar to that which Is exported from 
Canada to the United States.
